Sierra Madre Joins 
In New Application 


It’s so quiet In the City Hall 
nowadays that you can hear a 
resolution drop. City Clerk Eddie 
Robertson is off on vacation—at 
home, the word has it, trying 
to make up his mind where to 
go fishing. (There are some 
beauts* in the City Park pond, 
Eddie bul chcczit! Mr. Laubcr!) 


The City of Sierra Madre is 
included in the application made 
Friday by 27 municipalities and 
private interests for a hearing 
before the Supreme Court of 
California on the recent decision 
of the District Court of Appeals 
concerning water rights in the 
Raymond Basin. 

Last May tho District Court 
reversed the Pasadena Superior 
Court ruling, revised in 1943, ai- 
localing water to Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia, Monrovia, Pasadena 
and olher cities and privately 
owned companies. 

According to City Attorney 
Thomas A. Reynolds, the 
Appeals Court decision ap¬ 
parently was not satisfac¬ 
tory either to Richard C. 
Goodspeed. who sought the 
new decision on behalf of 
the California-Michigan Land 
and Water Co., or to any 
other parties involved. 

He said that both cities and 
individuals wanted “contradic¬ 
tions and inconsistencies" clear¬ 
ed up and he expressed the be¬ 
lief that the Supreme Court 
would accept the application. 

He pointed oyt that Sierra 
Madre had not been affected by 
the new decision, since il draws 
from t lie Eastern Basin and 
Goodspeed was denied rights in 
the Eastern seel ion. However, 
Sierra Madre joined in the peti¬ 
tion for the Supreme Court ap¬ 
plication in order that I lie is¬ 
sues be clarified. 

Progress on the Sierra Madre- 
Areadia application for addition¬ 
al water from the Big Santa 
Anita Canyon is temporarily 
hailed, Mr. Reynolds said, until 
the Raymond Basin question is 
settled. 

Some preliminary work has 
been done, lie reported, and en¬ 
gineering data is being com¬ 
piled.
